The Obfervator has Refus’d his 
Help, and told him that a Pillory’d Evidence 
is not Good in Law. Yet now he Courts 
the Obfervator to Join with him againft me. 
But his Veracity is fo Bankrupt, has been fo 
often and fo Notorioufly Detected, efpeci- 
ally in his Experiment, which he Dedidicats 
with fo much Pomp and Affurance. to the 
Queen her felf, and Defires her to take her 
Eftimate of the Diffenters (whofe Caufe he 
Maintains) and of his own Worthy Wor- 
fhip, by that Book, andas every word in it 
is exaGly Truth: And fince it has been De- 
tected, paft any Poflibility of Defence, to be 
all one Continu’d Lye, not a Chance-Lye, 
through Inadvertenee, or.

But that they 
might not want Information, they Sum- 
mon’d about go or 60 People (whom they 
pleas’d) and made them Swear whether Mr. 
Pearfon was..not Guilty of,.duch a ich 
things partieularly of eer or “Askenapts 
of Adultery with feeh and fuch Vibmen by 
Name. Att’ they made fevera} “Women 
Smear againft themfelves, whether Mr. Peare 
for had not been Guilty with them. And 
‘when they had Purg’d.. themfelves. Upon 
Oxth, yet others were EXamin’d as to them, 
whereby their Names and the Scandat was 
made Publick. They Examin’d one “Man 
againft his own Wife, whether Mr. Pearfon 
had not Committed Adultery with: her. 
For which he gave them an xfwertuey 
Deferv’d, but I will not here Repeat. 
Ther are fome Broad Words in it, and a 
Hearty Scotch Curfe or two. 


(4.). But ther is a Young Unmarry’d 
Gentlewoman (whofe Name is in a Letter 
now before me, but I will not fet it down, 
becaufe ic is fome fort of a Scandal to be 
oblig’d to Repell a Scandal, tho’ the moft 
Innocent may be Subje& to it) fhe is Sifter 
to a Gentleman who is the Crief-of a Clan 
there, and we may foppofe in no great 
Favour with the Presbytery, his “Siffer was 
of an Untainted Reputation before this ; 
Yet they Examin’d ai. their Witnefles a- 
gainft her as to her fupposd Adultery 
with Mr. Pearfon. But never Cited her 
felf to Appear before them. And tho’ 
fie was Acquitted by all the Female Wit- 
neffes, as well the others, None of which 
cou’d lay the leaft Scandal to her Charge; 
yet fhe is grown Melancholy to have her 
Name f9 Blown about.
